In one of the closest elections, after one of the 
most significant campaigns, in our history, the 
result, at this writing, remains in doubt,

ADY KINGSTON, who arrived on 


Sunday last on the American liner 
St. Louls to col.ect contributions 
in this country for the Shamrock 
fund in aid of disabled Irish sol- 
diers and sailors, is the wife of the 
ninth Earl of Kingston, who, as a cap- 
tain of the Irish Guards, was so badly 
wounded in the battle of the Marne as 
to be confined to his home for eighteen 
months. He has now recovered and re- 
turned to the front. 

He served through the Boer war with 
the same regiment, and can boast of be- 
ing that rara avis, a popular Irish land- 
lord, although a Tory, since he belfeves 
in and practices the policy of encourag- 
ing his tenantry to improve their hold- 
ings on his 40,000 acres of estates in 
county Roscommon not only by means 
of financial assistance but also by giv- 
ing them a secure tenure of their farms. 
He is very well off, thanks largely to 
his Wife, who is one of the daughters 
and heiresses of the late multi-million- 
aire, Sir Andrew Barclay Walker of 
brewing fame. The estates have been 
in his family since the reign of Queen 
Elisabeth, who bestowed large grants 
in Roscommon upon his ancestor, Sir 


John King, in recognition of military 


services. 

Lord Kingston has the reputation of 
being extremely handy with his fists. 
For some years ago, on being awakened 
in the middle of the night by a burglar 
in his bedroom at Kilronan castle, his 
place in county Roscommon, he admin- 
istered such & Vigorous thrashing that 
the intruder was laid up for several 
weeks in a hospital. 

One of the members of Lord Kirig- 
ston’s family has been immortalized by 
the poet Milton, for it was a son of Sir 
John King, the founder of his house, 
whose tragic death by drowning in the 
Irish sea is commemorated by the blind, 
bard in his Lyoidas.”

The present Knight of Glyd is Des- 
mond Fitzjohn Fitzgerald, son-in-law 
of the Baril of Dunraven, and there are 
many here who will recall his wife, 
Lady Rachel Fitagerald, as having ac- 
companied her father to this country 
at the time of the Valkyrie races for the 
America cup. She died some years ago 
after giving birth to a son, who will 
eventually succeed his father as twenty- 
second Knight of Glyn. 

The Knight of Glyn has no baronetey, 
and, having an official right as heredi- 
tary knight to the prefix of “Sir” to 
his Christian name, refrains from using 
it, lest it should sayor too much of ordi- 
nary knighthood. 

The White Knights became extinct in 
the male line in the reign of Charies I., 
when their heiress married the first 
Lord Kingston, and thus brought their 
property into the King family. 

The title of Knight of Kerry has been 
borne until now by r urice Fits- 
gerald. who died on Sunday last, and 
who was known in this country as a 
famous yachtsman and as owner of 
Valentia island, on the coast of Kerry. 
The acceptance by his father of a baron- 
etcy was very generally condemned in | 
Ireland, where it was argued that a 
modern dignity of this kind was in 
every sense of the word inferior to the 
honor of being nineteenth hereditary 
Knight of Kerry. 

Sir Maurice is succeeded in his honors 
and estates by his eldest son, Capt. 
John Peter Fitzgerald, who holds a 
commission in the Irish Guards and 
who has veen serving at the front in 
France since the beginning of the war. 

The new Knight of Kerry, whose title 
as such has been borne by his ancestors 
in the male line direct without a single 
break since 1258, is very rich, thanks to 
the fact that his motner was the daugh- 
ter and heiress of the great Anglo-Aus- 
trian banker, Henry Bischoffsheim. He 
inherits the estate of Buckland, one. of 
the finest country seats in Berkshire and

It was under charter by the France 
and Canada Steamship company, with 
offices here. It discharged 4 cargo of 
horses at St. Nazaire, France, and con- 
tinued on for Genoa laden with tron and 
steel taken on at New York, according 
to officers of the France and Canada 
company. Being an American vessel, it 
was unarmed, it was stated. 

Most of the Columbian’s ¢rew were 
Ameriéans, the steamship officials here 
said. The vessel was a sister ship to the 
Kansan, which the German submarine 
Us held up off Nantucket a few weeks 
ago, but permitted te proceed. 

NO WARNING TO ARABIA. 

LONDON, Nov. 8—The Peninsular 
and Oriental liner Arabia received no 
warning from the submafine which sank 
it in the Mediterranean on Monday, ac- 
cording to a statement issued today by 
the admiralty. All the 487 passengers, 
including 169 women and children, and 
all the crew, with the exception of two 
engineers, who were killed by the ex- 
plosiom, were saved by other vessels.
